GENTLEMEN or THE Covmoit AND ب20‎ or REPRESENTATIVES: 


You have assembled for the grave and important. purpose of 
legislating for the people of New Mexico, and upon the result 
of your deliberations, under the guidance of that providence who | 
watches the poor sparrow, their future happiness and prosperity ` 
mainly depend. It is at.all times a delicate task to originate a 
government suited to the wants of the governed, bat it is infin- 
itely more difficult when long established customs must suddenly 
yield to a stern necessity, or the usages of à more enlightened 
age, and a new government must supersede the one previously 
existing. There is no effort more difficult than to unlearn early 
inculeations, strengthened by years of endurance of wrongs per- 
petrated. upon our. natural rights. "This is now to be effected, 
and the peoplé have secured rights too long withheld. The pop- 
ular idea that the people are capable of self-government, is now 
advocated in every land where the voice of civilized man is heard. 
he vicisitudes to which the people of this Territory have been 
subjected will lend a painful interest to the page which conect:y 
records the history of New Mexico, to be beautifully and glori+ 
ously relieved by the benificent, enlightening and invigorating 


results that are to flow from the wise and sagacious councils of 
& 


i 
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the first Legislature, assc-nbled by virtue of the Constitution of 
tue United States of America, under the Organic Law specially 
authorizing the formation of a Territorial Government. Here- 
tofore, in many instances, it is believed, the governed in New 
Mexico, have submitted to civil and military decrees, suggested 
frequently, by caprice and other motives, withont reference to 
the publie weal. The decrees of to-day were not necessarily the 
Jaws of the ensuing day, hence the anomalous and contradictory 
character of judicial and other proceedings in this Territory. 
The will of one man has disposed of your persons and property. 
At length a glorious change has occurred. Military sway and dic- 
tation, and civil despotism, have retired before the genial influ- 
ence of-republican institution, and upon you is devolved the high 
respunsibility of framing such laws as will secure the just ends 
of a representative government, restrained only by the limita- 
‘tions of the paramount law of the land, the Constitution of the 
United States, and the Organic Law, passed during the first 
session, of the 31st Congress, and approved by Millard Fillmcre, 
- President of the United States, on the 9th day of September, 
-1850. ` Without. a due knowledge of these important documents, 
it will be impossibie to observe the injunctions therein contained, 
and they are herewith transmitted, and are our only guides in 
the discharge of our respective duties. Where these do not re- 
strain your action, the boundless field of legislation is opened to 
~ your discretion and judgment. ۱ 
In arranging the counties and districts for the election of mem- 
bers of the Legislative Assembly, 1 adopted the counties as 
hitherto understood in this Territory, with the exception of Va- 
lencia county, and that county I divided as indicated by a Leg- 
islative body who assembled in this city on the first day of July, 
1850. . | ۱ 
In dividing Valencia county, I had not sufficient data to author- 

ize me to give to the residents south of the Jornada a separate 
county. But, it is evident, in organizing counties, they should 
be so arranged as to accomplish the objects designed by organi- 
zing communities, I recommend, that all that portion of So- 
corro county which lies south of a line, running due east and 
west, ten miles north of Santa Barbara, shall be organized as a 
new county. It is manifestly unjust to bring the people of that 
section across the Jornada for the purpose of attending courts 
either as plaintifis, defendants, jurors, or witnesses. It would 
be ruinous to small estates, if administrators, executors, and oth- 
ers interested should be required to cross the Jornada to attend 
Probate courts. It is proper here, to remind you, if this new 
county is accorded, it may be necessary to make some provision 
for the protection of District Judges, and others in crossing the 
Jornada, for the purpose of holding courts in the proposed new 
‘county. A 

۱ The accompanying table, No. 1, will show you the population 
of each county, the aggregate populaton of the Territory, Indi- 
ans excepted, the ratio of population, the number of members 
assigned to each district and county, and the fractional popula- 
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tion, apparently unrepresented. To the counties and distriets 


having the largest fractional surplus of population, were assign-' . 
cd additional eouncillors and representatives, so as to make up. 


the representation as authorized by the Organic Law. 

The arranging of the counties and districts, and apportioning 
the representation in the several counties and districts, the or- 
dering of the elections for members of this Legislative Assem- 
bly, and the ealling of vou together this day and in this place, 
have been done in accordance with the authority vested in me 
by the Organie Law granted to the Territory by the Congress of 


the United States. Hereafter, with the exception of the first 


election for delegate to Congres, the time, place, and manner of 
holding and conducting all elections by the people, and the ap- 
portioning the representation in the several counties and dis- 


tricts to the. Council and House of Representatives according to . 
the population, the aforesaid Organic Law declares, shall be pre- 


scribed by law, as well as the day of commencement of the reg- 
ular session of the Legislative Assembly, Provided, That no 
one session shall exceed the term of forty days. This is devol- 
ved upon you. E. 

The sixth section of the Organie Law, preseribes the qualifi- 
cations of voters at the first election, the qualifications that gave 
to you the seats you now occupy, but the qualifications of voters 
and of holding ofice, at all subsequent elections, shall be such 
as shall be prescribed by the Legislative Assembly: Provided, 
. That the right of suffrage, and of holding office, shall be exer- 

cised only by citizens of the United States, including those ۲۵6۰ 
ognized as citizens by the Treaty with the Republic of Mexico, 
concluded February second, eighteen hundred and forty-eight. 

The qualfieations of voters and of holding office should receive 
early consideration. It frequently happens that mere sojourners 
ima country where the law is not controlling, affect as much 
importance at the ballot-box, as the resident citizen who alone is 
to be effected by the result of popular elections. It is manifest- 
ly unjust, that strangers temporarily residing in your midst, 
should assume to interfere in the elections of the agents which 
you must, from time to time, select, to conduct the affairs of the 
people. There is nothing more corrupting or dangerous to the 
liberties of the people, than frauds commitred under the assumed 
guise of personal rights. Allow me to say, it is our solemn du- 
ty, so to guard the rights of our citizens, that is, the people of 
the Territory, that their own votes shall reflect, their own pur- 
poses. Hence the necessity of stringent laws upon this subject, 
and that the penalties you prescribe, for frauds committed at the 
ballot-box, whether as voters or managers, should be severe and 
summarily enforced. The remedy is in your hands, and, I again 
earnestly recommend you to apply it, giving to the sojourner 
his entire due, and protecting the citizen in the full enjoyment 
of all his rights. ۱ UM = 7

Crimes should receive such condign and prompt punishment 
as to deter offenders, hence, I suggest the propriety of special 
criminal terms, as frequently as a proper convenience to the 
people and public officers will permit. A large class of offen- 
ders are held in duress at the expense of the people, and tis a 
subject worthy of consideration, how far this may be remedied. 
Frequent criminal terms, may, to some extent, lessen the weight 
of taxation, which the people must pay to support criminals. 
But may it not be entirely remedied by a wise system of invol- 
untary labor, required of criminals, without competing with the 
industrial pursuits of the honest laborer of the Territory ? This 
subject will, doubtless, claim your consideration. 
Humanity shudders at thethought of capital punishments, but 
I am not prepared to recommend their entire abolition at this 
time. The day is near at hand, I trast, when you will be pre- 
pared to substitute an effective remedy for such punishments. 
But time and means are necessary to perfect.a system, which 
the oldest and wisest Governments have not yet fully attained. 
It the Legislature shall desire to establish a Penitentiary system, 
an appeal to the generosity of Congress might secure an appro- 
priation for that purpose. In this connection, I suggest, for 
your consideration, the propriety of prescribing by law, the reg- 
ulations under which pardons may be granted. The subject of 
commuting punishments is an important one, which I commend

*,wown corporations, I regard, as important auxiliaries in the 
preservation of public order and deeeney. To sustain their au- 
thorities, certain powers to create a revenue, must be conferred 
upon them. How far licenses for gambling, peddling, dram-- 
shops, exhibitions, fandangos, auctions and trading generally, 


. should be taxed, for térritorial, county, and town corporation 


purposes, is for your determination. In relation to gambling, 
it has been suggested to me, that a prohibatory act, under a 
scale of finos would create a greater revenue than the system of 
granting licenses. " | 

Fhe serious evils of gambiing are daily seen, and if it could 
be accomplished, its entire prohibition would contribute im- 
meneely to the peace and happiness of society. 

Whatever you may authorize county.or-town corporations to 
do, should be clearly and distinctly defined by law. 
_ The. subject of education will not fail to command a full share 
ef your consideration. Unless the people are educated and en- 


lightened, you may in vain expect a sound morality to prevail, 


either in public or, private life. A government in which igno- 
rance aud vice prevail, can neither be stable nor prosperous, and 
you, 88 sages in council, should lay the corner stones of sure 
foundations, upon which to build edifices from whence the youth 


of the Territory may acquire light and knowledge, and be pre- 


pared to take your places after you shall have been gathered to 
your father. ۱ 

I regard it as important to establish female seminaries, as to 
educate the sons of New Mexico. Unless our females are wise 
and virtuous, there can be no refinement in so iety, and men 
will imbrute themselves. Every interest of society demands 
rus a proper syster f education should be established without

Tbe provisions made by Congress for schools in this Territory 


are utterly inadequate. It is true, we have beantiful and rich 


valleys, and our mountains abound in minerals, but, as yet, the 
value of these minerals is a matter of conjecture, and cannot be 


determined until security to persons and property is afforded.

abroad, Congress has accorded to us the sixteenth and thirty- 
sixth sections in each township when thelands shall be surveyed, 
and it was doubtless supposed, that the same liberality was ex- 
tended to this Territory that had been! granted to others. So 
800n as Congress becomes more intimately acquainted with the 
peculiar formation of the surface of this Territory, and ascertains 
the fact that a vast majority of its area, is covered by inaccessi- 
ble and rugged mountains, perhaps wholly valueless, it is not 
doubted, other provisions will ‘be substituted, or added to this 
well purposed grant. Upon this subject I recommend you to 
memorialize Congress, and respectfully ask for such an appropri- 
ation as will be equal to what has been granted to other Terri- 


u 


tories for schools. ^ ; 


Nothing so surely contributes to a sound morality as the means 


to supply our necessary wants, so as to ‘avoid that dependence 
which, but too often, annihilates the innate virtue vouchsafed 
to us by the Father of our existence. Dependence and degre- 
dation are inseperable, and poison the very fountains of honesty, 
truth and virtue. If these assumptions be true, should not wise 
legislators, seek to romody the evils consequent upon -poverty ? 
This, it is admitted. is a wonderful age; and utilitarians are a- 


broad in every lan, and the most impracticable systems. are - 


devised and vehementiy pressed for public aeceptance. Many 


of these are the hallucinations of an overwrought philanthropy, - 


and evoke, perhaps. the jnst ridicule of reflecting individuals. 
1 apprehend, however, there is no suggestion it matters not how 
impracticab's, that doesnot answer some useful purposes. Thought 
begets thonyht, and the grossest absurlitics, suggest great and 
important improvements. The proudest monuments yet erected 


by the philanthropic sage, for the protection of the wives, daugh- . 


ters, and the children of the present ag», are to be soen in the 
laws which secnre to families homestead exemptions, 

This heaven-born principle, adopted as it is by almost every 
State and Territory of the United States. occupies a portion of 
the brightest pages of the just laws of a'wise people. This sub- 
ject is commended to your favor by every principle of morality 
and humanity. Let us, at the very: commencement of our 
Career in self government, take special care of the weak and 
innocent, and-secure to them the means of an. honest and vir- 
£uous independence, the surest shield of probity and morality. . 

Domestie relations, sueh as marriages, divorecs, descent o£ 
property, and other. subjects, which will readily occur to you, 
are objects of the greatest concern to the people of all countries, 
and it is not doubted that wise legislation in reference to these 
various subjects, will have tbe happiest effect upon the future. 
prosperity of New Mexico. . ۱ ۱ ۱ 

The relations between masters and peons should be distinctly 
' defined, and each should understand their respective obligations, 
and appropriate remedies for a violatioh of them, upon the part 
of either, should be provided. E 

Free negroes are regarded as nuisances in every State and 
Territory in the Union, and where they are tolerated, society

is most degraded, I trust the Legislature will pass. a law that 
will prevent their éntrance into this Territory. The disgusting 
degredation to which society is subjected by their presence, is 
obvious to all, and demancs a prohibitory act of the severest 
character. | 7 

The farming interests of this Territory require special legis- 
lation, in order that the industrious may reap a due -reward for 
their labor.. A just system of irrigation is demanded and the 
proper disposal of animals during the seasons for cultivating the 
soil, should. be prescribed by law. A law requiring the record 
of marks and brands of animals and the mannerin which such 
animals may be legally transferred, is certainly necessary. 


The subject of weights and measures requires legislation ; and 
severe penalties should be inflicted upon those who practice de- 
ceils, upon the ignorant and unsuspecting. 


The uncertain tenure by which landed property is held, is 
a source of great irritation in this Territory, and some remedy . 
for this incubus upon our prosperity should be immediately ap- 
plied.. ۱ | 

‘There is landed property in this Territory of some value, the 
titles to which are not distinctly. affirmed. Even the titles to 
the palace and the adjacent g:onnds north of it, and other pro- 
pert y in Santa, Fé, are questioned by individuals, some contend- 
ing that the property is legally owned by the United States, and 
others affirming that it belongs to the Territory of New Mexico. 
The liberality ot the Government of the United States, if pro 
perly appealed, to, will, without doubt, relinquish any probable 
right which that Government may be snpposed to have to such 
property, to the Territory of cw Mexico. 

There is eortain property in this city, said to be claimed by 
the Catholic Church, which, a few ycars ago, was seized, and 
has since been used by authority of the Military Government 
which ‘has heretofore controlled in this Territory. It has been. 
suegested that the Territory has a claim to thia property; others: 
as-ert that it rightfully belongs to the government of the United 
states. It is perfectly evident that the military church in this 
city was designed {or the use of the catholic clergy, in their min: 
istrations with the military community and otheis, and it ap- 
pears to me that the Legislature should not hesitate a moment 
in restoring the church property here alinded to, to those who 
should rightfully enter it fur the purpose of administering the 
rites of the the catholic church. This may be accomplished by 
an act of the Legislature. I further recommend the Legislature 
to memorialize Congress on this subject, and ask that body to 
relinquish all claim they may possess, to the catholic clergy, 
now iesident in this Territory. This course, I conceive, will be 
just and proper, and will avoid all litigation, and quiet annoy- 
ances that may not be otherwise escaped, ۱ 
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early and liberal disposition of the publie lands belonging to the 


United States, the propriety of alluding to the subject might be 
somewhat questionable. There are but few, if one, who can 
toll you which are publie or private lands, and it is quite, im- 
portant to have such questions settled. Unless this country is 
thoroughly explored, the value of the publie lands ean never be 
known, itis hoped and believed it will be surveyed and put 
upon the market at an early day. Before this can be accom- 7 
plished, the wild Indians around us musi be subjected to proper 
restraints. ۱ ۱ "E 
That class of the population of this Territory who have re- 
tained the title and rights of Mexican citizens, should be ineor- 
porated and regarded as a part and portion of the ‘political com- 
muuity of New Mexico. Many of these people were misled 
and precipitated into the act, which: seems to have been an elec- 
tion to retain the character of Mexican citizens. But it is, not 
believed that, that legal formality has been observed, in the sup- 
posed election, which should deprive this class. of the populafion 
of the rights and privileges which pertain tothose who were not 


misled The Congress o: the Judiciary of the United States, - 


only, Gan remedy this matter. We all know that many of the 

most intelligent, virtuous, and wealthy citizens residing in New 

Mexico, regret the indiscretions which have placed them in a 

false position. They rank with the very best citizens of fhe 

Territory, and none are more patriotic and devoted to the inter- ` 
ests of our now common country. From the foregoing state- 

ment, you will readily conclude, and justly too, that | ám fully 

prepared to recommend to you such action as will tend to permit 

each and every one of them to become citizens of this Territory 

11 it shall be their pleasure to do so. |

To accomplish this end, I reeommend the Legislature to call 7 


the attention of the Government of the United States to this 
subject, and submit to the Congress of the Union, the propriety 
of passing a law, authorizing in a plain and simple way, a pro- 
cess by which these excellent citizens may become a part and 
parcel of the people of New Mexico, entitled to all the rights and 


privileges of the more fortunate. The meritorious character of. 


this class of our resident population, authorizes me to urge,this 
matter to your favorable consideration. ۱ 

There is not a more difficult problem arising in this Territory ` 
than that of a proper disposition of our Pueblo friends. What. 
should we do with them? They are hore in our midst, surroun- 
ded by our New Mexican population, and rightfully, in my opin- 
ion, without authority to iningle in our political affairs. These 
people, however, must necessa: ily have the same protection that 
is afforded to the most favored. It is a well known fact, that 
they own portions of the richest valley lands in this Territory, 
aud why should they be exempt from paying a just proportion 
of the taxes which must be raised to support the Territorial gov- 
ernment? Concede this point, and another question necessari- 
ly arises. They are tax paving residents, but not aliens, and are 
you prepared to elevate thea to iuli fellowship? I cannot re- 
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commeénd euch an union. . Bat it is inevitable, they must be 
slaves (dependents), equals, or an early removal to a better lo- 
cation for them and our own people, must occur. This subject 
is one of vast import, and should be well considered, and, if you 
agree’ with me, Congress should be memorialized in. relation to 
the position which you may be pleased to assign to them. It ie 


perhaps advisable to pass an act, authorizing the extension of. 


the jaws of the Territory over the Pueblo Indians within 
its bordera, postponing their cxtension to such period as may be 
necessary £o consult the Government of the United States in ref. 
ere/ĉe to the policy to be pursued with these Indians. That 
policy should not be disturbed. In the mean time, however, 
I recommend that if any one, or more, of the Pueblos, should 
manifest a desire fo abandon their separate existence, دو‎ a peo- 
ple, that the laws of the Territory be immediately extended over 
them, uncer such regulations as you may prescribe. 

The wild Indians who encircle New Mexico, and who commit 
their murders and depredations, and seize captives immediately 
in the vicinity of our towns and ranchos, must be brought into 
propergnbjection, or exterminated, Their daring .and impu- 
dence, لاهن مهف‎ only by their success in their butcheries and 


devàgt&ti&b,und desecrations, In order to.be able to defend our 
firesides, and protect .the persons and property of the Territory, 

an efficient military system should be adopted, and munitions of 
` war procured, Volunteer associations are objects of special re- 
gard in the States and Territories, and I recominend you to en-

The heavy losses to which the people of this Territory have 
been subjected, by reason of the inadequate protection afforded 


them, should receive consideration, asd the subject should be 


laid béfore the Congress of the United States, for such action as 
justice may dictate. | | 

Past defaleations and recreancies of public officers should ad- 
monish the Legislature to guard for the future, the pubiic mon- 
ies, and provide suitable penalties for all officers who shall 
abuse their public trust. Whether such officers should be per- 
mitted the right of suffrage and of holding office, subsequent to 
a conviction for embezzlemeut, or conniving at an embezzlement, 
ur a premeditated official wrong against an individual or the Ter: 
.ritory, may well be doubted, and thesubjeet of this paragraph is 
submitted to your judgment. 
Tt will be necessary for you to give some instructions in ref- 
erence to present defaulters. The extent of their defalcations is 
not known, which it is important to ascertain and recover, if 
possible, and if such officers cannot be otherwise punished, let 
them be held up for public repr hension, ۱ ۱ 
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The various laws which you may pass requiring expenditures, 
and a contingent fund will doubtless be provided for in your tax 
and appropriation bills. By the latter clause of the 12th sec- 
tion of the organic law, you will perceive what provisions the 
Congress. of the United States are bound to make to defray ex- 
penditures for contingencies, the expenses of the Legislative As- 
sembly, the printing of the laws, and other. incidental expen- 
ses. ۱ 

Table No. 2, shows the approprietions made by Congress on 
the 30th September, 1850, for this Territory. and the objects to 
which the funds are applicable. 

Defore ordering elections for the Legislature, I was required 
to have the census of the Territory taken. ' For the counties of 
Taos, hio-Arribu, Santa Fé, San Miguel, Santa Anna, and 
Bernalillo, i sppointed one individual only, for each county سے‎ 
lappointel three for Yacuncia. I recommend you to make lib- . 
eral appropriations for the payment of the individaals who dis- 
charged the services required. of them by my appointment. 

The fiscal condition of the Territory will be laid before you at 
an carly day. 

By the 13th section of the organic law, it is made the duty. 
of the Legislative Assembly, and the Governor, as soon as they 
shall deem it expedient, to locate and establish the seat of Gov- 
ernment for the Territory of New Mexico, at such place as they 
may deem eligible, which may bein like manner changed. 

` Weshould be cautious in locating and establishing the seat of 
Government. There should exist no doubt as to the soundness 
of our title to the grounds upon whieh we may desire to build. 

If you should determine to allow the Seat of Government to 
remain in Santa Fé, and continue to use the Palace, it must be. 
thoroughly repaired and remodelled. There is not à room in it 
that does not require repairs. [respectfully invite you to exam* 
ine the entire building and adjacent grounds. 

The archives of the Territory are exposed, and in an unsafe 
depository, and until you authorize a night guard, or such im- 
provements as wil make them safe, they are in danger of being 
destroyed. | 

The Palace, and the adjacent grounds north of it, I am per- 
fectly satisfied, from the investigations I have made, were de- 
signed for the use of the civil government of the Territory of 
New Mexico, and ought now to be iu its possession. Il have 
not been able to find the title deeds or grants for the property. 
The oldest inhabitants unite in declaring that when the military 
and civil powers were not united in: the same person, the civil 
authorities controlled the property. The Executive office, the 
Secretary’s office, and the residence of the civil Governor, have 
been, uniformly, in the Palace. The greater portion of the 
ground, and a part of the Palace, are now in the possession of . 
the military authority of the United States, and my application 
to the commanding officer of the department, that certain rooms 
occupied as an office by the A. 4. A. General, might be vacated, 
was not acceded to. d| have therefore been compelled, at a heavy 
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expenditure, to remove to other quarters. in order to make room 
for the sitting of the Legislature. | | 
Whether this property belongs to the Government of the Uni- 
ted States, or to the Territory of New Mexico, is’ a question to 
be settied, in part, elsewhere. But there can be no reasonable 
doubt as to the rightful occupant pending the adjudication.— 


That the liberality of the Government of-the United States will 
: be manifested in relinquishing to this Territory all the right and 
. title which that Government has acquired te this property, is 

. Scarcely to be questioned, | 


In conclusion, allow me to say to you, Councillors and Rep-
